Wilmington town 
elections coming up 


for 2020

WILMINGTON — The 
Office of Town Clerk Chris- 
tine Touma-Conway has 
released information re- 
garding the 2020 Wilming- 
ton town elections. The 
election will be on Sat- 
urday, April 25, with voting 
locations at the Boutwell 
School, Wildwood Street 
School, and Town Hall. 

There are a total of five 
seats opening or eligible 
for re-election this year. 
Two are on the Board of 
Selectmen; two are on the 
School Committee; and 
one is on the Housing Au- 
thority. 

The candidates for re- 
election this year on the 
Board of Selectmen are 
Michael McCoy and Joma- 
rie O’Mahoney. O’Maho- 
ney was elected last year 
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to a one-year term, which 
had been vacated by for- 
mer selectman Ed Loud. 
McCoy has been on board 
the longest, re-elected in 
2014 and again in 2017. 

All of the seats on the 
School Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen that 
are open or up for re-elec- 
tion will be for three-year 
terms. The School Com- 
mittee candidates for re- 
election are Jennifer Bry- 
son and Steve Bjork. Bry- 
son has served as the 
chairperson in her second 
term on the committee 
and Bjork as the vice 
chair. Bjork was elected in 
2014 and Bryson joined in 
2017. 

Leona Bombard is the 
only candidate for re-elec- 
tion on the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. Bom- 
bard was previously re- 
elected to her seat in 2015. 
The Housing Authority 
members serve a five-year 
term. 

Each candidate for re- 
election or new candidate 
will need to take out pa- 
pers from the Town Clerk 
and return them with fifty 
signatures by the nomina- 
tion deadline.

TAX REFORM’S 
IMPACT ON

Prior to the passage of the tax reform bill, corporations 
could usually deduct the full amount of their business debt 
interest payments. The tax reform bill changed this for 
many taxpayers, including corporations, by imposing a 
limitation of the amount of the deduction based upon a 
formula. The new formula generally caps the business 
interest deduction at the sum of “(A) the business interest 
income of such taxpayer for such taxable year, (B) 30 
percent of the adjusted taxable income of such taxpayer for 
such taxable year, plus (C) the floor plan financing interest 
of such taxpayer for such taxable year.” 
corporations, the practical result of the new tax provisions 
is that they can no longer deduct net interest expenses 
exceeding 30 percent of their.earnings before interest, taxes, 
depreciation and amortization. This new challenge for 
heavily leveraged businesses will only increase in 2022, 
when the deduction must be calculated after computing 
depreciation and amortization expenses. 

Under the old tax code, corporate debt swelled. Dividends, 
mergers and acquisitions, and leveraged buyouts were 
frequently funded at least in part with borrowed funds. As 
a result of the new limit on the deduction, many companies 
could have lower cash flow projections. Corporations may 
have less incentive to obtain financing and may instead 
raise cash through equity offerings, such as preferred stock. 
Corporations may look to increased use of leasing as 
another alternative to borrowing. Companies may also look 
for alternative ways to free up cash, such as streamlining 
operations and outsourcing.

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Griffin indicted 
on first degree 
murder charge

WOBURN — The Mid- 
dlesex District Attor- 
ney’s Office issued a 
press release on Friday, 
.Dec. 27 announcing that 
Tewksbury resident Er- 
ic Griffin, 40, has been 
indicted on the charges 
of first degree murder, 
domestic abuse, and 
strangulation relating to 
the murder of Jennifer 
Kalicki, 39. His total 
charges related to the 
September murder of 
his girlfriend also in- 
clude previous charges 
of assault and battery 
on a family or house- 
hold member. 

Middlesex District At- 
torney Marian Ryan and 
Tewksbury Chief of Po- 
lice Timothy Sheehan 
confirm in this state- 
ment that the Office of 
the Chief Medical Exa- 
miner ruled that Kalic- 
ki’s cause of death was 
blunt force trauma to 
the head. This in turn 
caused a fatal brain 
bleed. The victim was 
found unresponsive in 
her bed on the morning 
of Sept. 15 ‘and pro- 
nounced dead at the 
scene. The examiner 
also found the victim’s 
body and neck with 
other sustained injuries 
from said incident.

Water results bring good news 
for Tewksbury residents

TEWKSBURY — Test 
results are in for Tewks- 
bury’s drinking water in 
the wake of revelations in 
November that runoff 
from a landfill in New 
Hampshire was being sent 
to Lowell’s Duck Island 
waste water treatment 
plant for processing and 
subsequent discharge into 
the Merrimack River. The 
water, discharged above 
Tewksbury’s raw water 
intake, raised concern with 
environmental groups due 
to the presence of PFAS, a 
class. of chemical consid- 
ered harmful to humans. 

According to the lab re- 
port from Alpha Analyti- 
cal of Westborough, Mas- 
sachusetts sent to the 
town on Monday, Dec. 30, 
2019, the raw water sam- 
ple showed levels of 
PFOA/PFOS at 8.31 ng/L 
[nanogram per liter], and 
the PFAS (5 compounds 
total) at 8.31 ng/L. The 
finish water sample show- 
ed levels of PFOA/PFOS 
at 3.36 ng/L and PFAS (5 
compounds total) at 3.36 
ng/L. 

According to DPW su- 
perintendent Brian Gil- 
bert, these results are 
good news, since they are 
not as high in the river as 
anticipated and Tewks- 
bury is well under the 20 
ng/L limit that DEP 


intends to implement and 
enforce for finish water as 
they promulgate updated 
regulations. 

However, Gilbert did of- 
fer the caveat that this is 
for one sample on one day, 
and that ongoing testing 
will be undertaken by the 
town. 

Aligned with this issue, 
MassDEP is proposing to 
amend 310 CMR. 22.00 
Drinking Water regula- 
tions to establish a Total 
Per- and polyfluoroalkyl. 
substances (PFAS) Maxi- 
mum Contaminant Level 
(MCL) of 20 ppt [parts per 
trillion] for six_PFAS con- 
taminants: perfluoroocta- 
nesulfonic acid (PFOS), 
perfluorooctanoic acid 
(PFOA), perfluorohexane 
sulfonic acid (PFHxS), 
perfluorononanoic acid 
(PFNA), perfluorohepta- 
noic acid (PFHpA), and 
perfluorodecanoic acid 
(PFDA). 

According to the EPA, 
this class of chemicals 
has been used in con- 
sumer products since the 
1950s, but have become 
persistent in the environ- 
ment. They are consid- 
ered “forever chemicals” 
in that they do not break 
down. These chemicals 
also collect in the human 
body and are considered 
to have “adverse human 
health effects.” 

Gilbert said that the 
town has budgeted for 
quarterly testing of these 


compounds in both the 
raw water and finish wa- 
ter product. 

“This is a special kind of 
testing,” said Gilbert, ex- 
plaining that the collector 
of the samples must follow 
strict protocols, including 
the type of clothing that 
can be worn and, for ex- 
ample, must be free of 
hand lotion or other prod- 
ucts that could interfere 
with results. 

Additionally, only cer- 
tain labs are certified to 
test for the PFAS com- 
pounds. Gilbert is confi- 
dent in Tewksbury’s water 
and credits the sand car- 
bon filters for removing 60 
percent of the compounds 
coming into the plant 
from raw to finish. Carbon 
filters rank among the 
best protections to cap- 
ture the PFAS in the 
water, and Tewksbury has 
been using this method for 
years. 

A public hearing’ by 
MassDEP to discuss the 
proposed new regulations 
will be held locally on 
Wednesday, Jan. 29, 2020 
at 1 p.m. at MassDEP’s 
Northeast Regional Office, 
205 Lowell St., Wilming- 
ton.

assault and battery and 
intimidation of a wit- 
hess in connection with 
a prior assault on his 
girlfriend Kalicki in 
March of 2019. 

“The defendant had 
allegedly physically at- 
tacked Ms. Kalicki and 
was subsequently char- 
ged with one count of 
domestic assault and 
battery,” the statement 
reads. 

However, the case was 
dismissed after Kalicki 
plead the Fifth Amend- 
ment. The Grand Jury 
investigation provided 
evidence supporting the 
argument that the de- 
fendant allegedly used 
violence to convince the 
victim not to testify in 
the March case. 

The investigation is 
being conducted jointly 
between the Tewksbury 
Police Department, the 
District Attorney’s Of- 
fice, and the Massa- 
chusetts State Police 
assigned to the District 
Attorney’s Office. The 
prosecutors involved in 
the case are Assistant 
District Attorneys Emi- 
ly Jackson and Suzanne 
Wiseman. 

Tewksbury resident 
Griffin is still being held 
without bail since the 
58A dangerous hearing 
on Sept. 20. His arraign- 
ment with new charges 
is scheduled for Jan. 7, 
2020 at 9:30 a.m. in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court.

‘A Madness 
of Sunshine’

This is a very well- 
paced mystery set on 
the west coast of New 
Zealand, in a _ small 
Maori town.

This 
woman took the issue 
seriously and apparently 
said yes to the question of 
being interested just to 
end the call. 

As time passed, just 
over two years later and 
many hundreds of dollars 
sent in payment for the 
mystery plan, a family 
member raised a ques- 
tion about the purpose of 
the plan to which the 
female recipient said 
that she didn’t, have a 
clue. Upon the next bil- 
ling cycle, the bill came 
and a phone number was 
listed and the husband 
called to find the respon- 
der could not explain a 
thing, as they only sent 
the bills giving another 
number to reach anyone 
on the “policy” question 
and told that the respon- 
der wanted the plan to 
stop. 

After reaching the new 
number, the recipient 


wanted to speak only to” 


the person whose name is 
on the plan and who can- 
not remember anything 


on the issue. This made 
no sense but the person

Review at public schools 
starting on Monday, Feb. 3 


TEWKSBURY — Dur- 
ing the week of Feb. 3, 
2020, the Department of 
Elementary and Secon- 


dary Education’s Office . 


of Public School. Monitor- 
ing (PSM) will conduct a 
Tiered Focused Monitor- 
ing Review of the Tewks- 
bury Public Schools. 

The Office of Public 
School Monitoring visits 
each district and charter 
school every three years 
to monitor compliance 
with federal and state 
special education and 
civil rights regulations. 
Areas of review related to 
special education include 
student assessments, de- 
termination of eligibility, 
the Individualized Educa- 
tion Program (IEP) Team 
process, and IEP develop- 
ment and implementa- 
tion. 

Areas of review related 
to civil rights include bul- 
lying, student discipline, 
physical restraint, and 
equal access to school pro- 
grams for all students. 

In addition to the onsite 
visit, parent outreach is 
an important part of the 
review process. The re- 
view chairperson from the 
Office of Public School 
Monitoring will send all 
parents of students with 
disabilities an online sur- 
vey that focuses on key 
areas of their child’s spe- 
cial education program. 

Survey results will con- 
tribute to the develop- 
ment of a report. During 
the onsite review, the Of- 
fice of Public School Mo- 
nitoring will interview the 
chairperson(s) of the dis- 
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trict’s Special Education 
Parent Advisory Council 
(SEPAC). Other onsite 
activities may include in- 
terviews of district staff 
and administrators, re- 
views of student records, 
and onsite observations. 
Parents and other indi- 
viduals may call Corey 
Steinman, Public School 
Monitoring Chairperson, 
at (781) 338-3742 to request 
a telephone interview. If 
an individual requires an 
accommodation, such as 
translation to participate 
in an interview, the De- 
partment will make the 
necessary arrangements. 
Within approximately 60 
business days after the 
onsite visit, the review 
chairperson will provide 
the Tewksbury Public 
School District with a 


report including informa- 
tion about areas in which 
the district meets or ex- 
ceeds regulatory require- 
ments and areas that the 
district requires assis- 
tance to correct or im- 
prove practices.

Ever on the lookout for 
new and interesting pla- 
ces to explore, we recently 
noticed a sign along Route 
93 north for Lawrence Riv- 
erfront State Park. 

An easy ride from River 
Road or Route 93, the park 
is managed by the Massa- 
chusetts DCR (Depart- 
ment of Conservation and 
Recreation) and was open- 
ed in April of 2018. The 
park, located within Law- 
rence Heritage State Park, 
is right along the Merri-

Carriere manages. the 
main course portion of the 
meal. 

“We had donations from 
Hannaford and Market 
Basket, and Lowell Res- 
taurant provided addition- 
al trays of food,” Carriere 
said, as she arrived with 
pans of chicken fingers 
and crock pots of steam- 
ing pasta, macaroni and 
cheese, and meatballs.
